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1. This is a sumary report on two conversations Sours* ha* had 
with BRACH and PAVLYCHKO, on Z9 and &Q Oot 1986. Most of its contents 
consist of tete-a-tete talks conducted separately but in same company. 

2. Accprding to BEACH, there were trials in Lvov, Kiev, Odessa, 
and Ivanofrankivsk. He refused to state any details and often mixed up 
trials with arrests . In Lvov chore were none than one trial. 

One of those was that of HOSYNik Together with the latter were tried 
Mariyka ZWASYCEEVSKIi, Mylhailo 03ADCEYI, and Mykhailo MASIUSKO. 

Actually BRACE gave two versions of Eoryns* trial. In one he mentioned 
only OBADCHYI and ZVTARYCHEVSKA , in another he added MASIUTKO raying that 
the latter had already Siniiuaeay b<sen released or would be soon. Also 
Horyn Bohdan was going to be reillostcU 

According to BRACE, SVITLYCHNY was imprisoned in Kiev. BRACH 
complained that SVITLYCHNI had disappointed him deeply by not taking 
Brach into his confidence. Still beforo^arrests SVITLYCHNI and others were 
warned about their activities. BRACH was quite worried about the eventual 
outcome of the whole affair and had asked SVITLYCHNY whether there was 
really aometl£a|°^iat could be brought against Svitlychny ana Co* 
SVITLYCHNY had assured BRACH several times that there was nothing to 
worry about . Then at " a session'’ in Kiev ,the prosecutor road very 
serious changes against SVITLYCHNY and he kept silent. BRACK felt Very 
badly about it because ae was the one who had Intervened on Svitlycbnyi* s 
and others' behalf before the authorities and vouched for thea.j 
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innocence. It turned out, however, thav SVITLYCHNYI was lining to him 
all the time, trying to convince that n ali wa© all right 11 * 
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Okaana from the United States had handed many hooka and other 
publications to SVITLYC3NI and other people hut SVITLTCI 3fl kept 
silent even about her* This was a complete aoaaense bccajio* all knew 
about hor* 



Bit this was not all. SVITLYCHNI and Co woro proparing 
an Underground , & conspiracy , and did it la a very amateurish 
way. In DRACH’3 opinion it was better "they" (the authorities) 
stopped them now than later on. Because in the future this would have 
certainly led to a real bloodsheds Therefore he did not <%> prove of 
this kind of conspiracy and in his opinion such things should be done 
in a different manner. He did not aay^howevor, how* 



3. DRAGH claimed not to know whether Nadia 3VITLYCOA, Ivan’s 
S ta tor had been arrested. He described her as a good Ukrainian 
patriot but very simple and naive. 

4. According po BRACE, Lina E&SJPBNED is very egotistic , 
suffers from superiority complex, she wants to be treated like an 
idol, and all the respect and reverence shown by others to her, takes 
for granted. She is uncompromising in all respects, and rs ready M for 
erucifiction". DRACH^however , wants to be a realist , ku does not 
want to be a hero, ana does not want to be "crucified". 

Lina does not want to see the realities of lift. For instance * 
the KGB showed her all kind of publications she had read before, 

( it came most/Xy from Oksana), and asked whether she knew them. 
Everybody knew Lina had read it. But she had the audacity to say 
that she knew only those publications which were shown to her by tbit 
KGB.

$, £?AVL¥CHKO stlwesaed the fact that all the arrest ad wers 
warned "in time" to stop their silly playing with firs* Bus they did not 
want to listen to those warnings* Like DRACHj PAVLYCHKO complained 
about SVITLYCHNYI *S mistrust , and "deeeption" of his be so friends, 
meaning himself and DRAGS* He himself warned SVITLgCHNY and asked 
him to destroy anything that would implicate him . Instead * SVITLYCHNY 
was travelling from one place to another with all kind of literature 
and leaving it with the people he was vied. ting* Of course , the KGB knew 
all, about it and then arrested all the people. 

Not only the methods but the purposefulness itself of what LVITLYCHNY 
and Co were preparing , were absolutely wrong. An Underground nowadays 
was completely cut of place and out of date, for the simple reason that 
the people would not support it anyway* 

Therefore, the way of peaceful' evolution, of daily strengthening of 
Ukrainian positions , of loyal oo-oporation with people in the party 
and government who are no lees Ukrainian than those who wanted to organise 
an Underground, is the only right way to be followed by all Ukrainian 
patriots. 

7. PAVLYCHKO stressed the importance of contacts with Ukrainiaeftroumg 
poets, writers, and artists abroad* They ( in the Ukraine) need badly 
their help* Consequently, the writers and artLsts abroad must show a great 
deal of understanding for their problems with authorities and bureacrats 
in Kiev and be ready to some compromises for She sake of "bigger things". 

PA v LYCHKO was very critical of RUBCdnK’S attitude to some of those 
questions because he was maximalistic in his demands from Kiev, 

Such an attitude would only lead’ to a compile rupture of contacts with 
the emigration and this would be disastrous for people like he himself, DRAC 
and others. 
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According to PAVLYCHKO he and his oolleagues in Kiev will do their 
best to get Source and other ’emigre poets and writers printed in the 
Ukraine* They would like to start with the Sourde, and then ooatinue 
with Patrioia K./lyna,Yurko Taanavsky , Boychuk Bohdan ,and Kuoohak* 

After Source's collection will he published she should be Invited to 
Visit Kiev. His only worry was that If KUBGHAK continues to stick to 
hie obstructionist line* he sight spoil the whole matter* 

PAVLYCHKO did not want to say who will decide on those publications 
but , anyway , he "knew how to do the so things"*
